A New Ruling by the Postoffice De-
partment Causes a New Arrange-
ment for Subscribers.

A reasonahle
allowed publishers
to secure renewals ol subscrips
tions, but unless subscriptions
arc expressly renewed alter the
time for which they are paid
weeklies within one year— THEY
SHALL NOT be counted in the
legitimate list of sinbscribers, and
copies mailed on account thercol
shall not be accepted for mailing
by the postmaster at the second-
class rate of postage of 1 cent a
pound, but may be mailed by
affixing a 1 cent stamp to ecach
copy or copies up to 4 ounces,
That's the new ruling of the
postoffice department at Wash-

ington and it means—in plam
linglish-—that  weekly  news-
papers candot be sent to sub-

scribers who are more than a year
in arrears unless a one cent stamp
is attached thereto. At this gate
it would require 52 cents per year
to mail the paper to such sub-
scriber and that is more than
the RerupLICAN can alford while
the subscription price is but one
dollar per year,

This ruling of the postofiice
department cannot be trifled
with and unless the RErUBLICAN
complies with the ruling it will
not be permitted the use of the
mails except by putting a stamp
on each copy of the paper sent
out.

This being the case, every sub-
scriber to the RipunLicaN 1s re-
quested to remit their dues at
once or the paper will have to be
discontinued to their address and
in that event it will be neccssary
for us to collect the accounts in
a legal way, a procedure we
would very much dislike.
